EMPIRE STATE 
CONVENTIONS. 


Pow-Wows of Divprs Parties—Labor 
and Greenback Factions at 
Cincinnati. 


New York, May 15.—The Democratic 
State Convention to chose del-gates to 
the St. Louis Convention was called to 
order at a quarter before one in the 
Academy of Music, and Frederick A. 
Ooudert was chosen temporary Chair­ 
man. The building was crowded with 
prominent Democrats. 
Mr. Ooudert, in taking the Chair, 
made a brief speech. He said: "How 
different the outlook to-day from what it 
was even with our sanguine hopes of ’84. 
Then we could only make a promise. 
Now we can stand upon facts, and we 
say to all our iellow-citiz*ns of this coun­ 
try to whom we made pledgee, ‘Point 
out a single one that we have broken.' 
[Applause ] 
“ You were told that Democratic vic­ 
tory meant financial dis'ress and ruin. 
Look about you now 
When has our 
name been more hono/ed at home or 
abroad? When has our treasury been 
been guarded more intelligently or hon­ 
estly? I ask what promises we have 
broken or pledges we have left unfulfilled ? 
I offer vou the history of the last three 
years. It is easy to draw platforms and 
prate about model ideas." 
The speaker spoke in terms of praise of 
the courage and honesty of President 
Cleveland, as exemplified in his tariff 
message. At the bonclusion of Chairman 
Condert’s address the usual committees 
weie appointed, and a recess taken until 
7 o’clock. 
During the recess the Committee on 
Delegates and Electors proceeded first to 
select delegates-at-large. Governor Hill’s 
name was first proposed, but received 
only five votes. 
The delegates- 
at • large finally chosen for sub- 
nrssion to the Convention were: 
Alfred C. Chapin, Brooklyn; Edward 
Cooi»er, New York; Geo. C. Haines, 
Rochester, and Ho «well P. Flower, New 
York. The selection of Congressional 
delegates followed, Oswald Ottendorfer 
and Wilson 8. Bissell being chosen elec- 
tors-al-large. The committee completed 
its work by selecting district electors. 
At the reassembling of the delegates at 
7 :80 r. m. Chairman Coudert came in 
arm in arm with «Mayor Grace. 
Mayor 
Hewitt’s name brought down a storm of 
hisses, but they were soon drowned by 
cheersgfor the American Mayor. Cheers 
that shook the house greeted the men­ 
tion of Hill’s /¡ame. The Convention 
formally was opened at 8:56, when the 
reports oí tlieJComroitteés were heard and 
the temporary organisation was made 
permanent. A platform was then re­ 
ported and adopted. 
The platform congratulates the party 
on ail its pledges made at the last Na­ 
tional Convention, having been duly kept 
and realised. The allegiance and adher­ 
ence of tbe 8tate Democracy to the prin­ 
ciples announced by the Convention of 
1887, are again declared, with the ex­ 
plicit approval of 
the 
doctrines 
affirmed 
in 
the 
last 
annual 
meB«sge of the President to Congress; 
that unnecessary taxation is unjust taxa­ 
tion; ihat taxation for the mere purpose 
for uufairly benefiting the few at the ex­ 
pense of the many, is a perversión of the 
National power; that a large surplus in 
the National Treasury, drawn by vicious 
taxation from the channels of trade is 
a dangerous and indefensible abuse, and 
that reducing taxation in the interest of 
American labor should be carefully re- 
grrled. 
The platform then points with pride 
that the victor of the last Presidential 
campaign is a member of the Democracy 
of New Yurk Hiate, and says of the 
President that his^wise guidance tnd 
administration of putflic affairs, as Chief 
Executive of the Nation, has exhibi.od 
to the Democracy of the 
land, 
and 
to 
nil 
citizens, 
the value 
and beneficial results of the faithful 
discharge of public duty. During his 
incumbency our system of Government 
lias been restored to the honest simplic­ 
ity impressed up «n it by its founder, and 
integrity and ability have been substi­ 
tuted for artifice and ¡Dca|>acity in public 
places. Civil HervL-e has been purified, 
elevated, improved. 
Economies have 
been inaugurated; useless offices have 
been abolished, and business methods 
have been introduced in the man­ 
agement 
of 
Government 
affairs. 
Millions of 
acres of the public 
domain have been wrested from the grasp 
of foreign and domestic speculators and 
restored to settlers seeking homes. The 
wasteful and corrupt rnhure of*the funds 
appropriated for the rebuilding of our 
navy has been exposed and corrected, 
and ilie scandals arising therefrom no 
longer offend the moral sense of the peo­ 
ple. 
Thousands of names of 
de­ 
serving Union veterans have been 
added to the pension rolls. The right 
of every citizen has been maintained at 
home and abroad. Sectional hate has 
boon discouraged; friendly relations 
among all our i>eople have been pro­ 
moted. in tbe light of such achieve­ 
ments, in the recognition of faithful pub­ 
lic service, and to the end that 
tbe reforms already inaugurated mav 
be fully completed, and in 
strict 
obedier.ee of the 
Democratic and 
Independent voters of the Slate, the 
delegates selected by the Convention are 
instructed to present to the National 
Democratic Convention the name of 
ffffflver Cleveland as their candidate for 
ImK»ident of the United States, and said 
(¿(negates are further instructed to act as 
a unit in all matters .entrusted to their 
charge, said action to be determined by 
vote of said delegates. 
^Jhe pla form was unanimously adopt­ 
ed, as were also resolutions committing 
the party to uncompromising warfare on 
trusts, and commending the administra­ 
tion of Governor Hill. The names of the 
delegates and electors were approved, 
and after listening to short speeches from 
Daniel Dougherty and Congressman 
Cochrane, the convention adjourned 
tine die. 
rn fM l^ a b o r C onvention. 
C in c in n a t i, May 15.—The National 
Convention of the Union Labor party 
was called to order at noon in the Odeon, 
with twenty eight Spates represented. 
S. F. Norton, of Chicago, was chosen 
temporary chairman. After the opening 
address and appointment of committees, 
the Convention adjourtied till 2 o'clock. 
It is clear that the chief difficulty be­ 
fore the convention will be the preparing 
of a platform. 


TIIE GRKENBACKERB, 
At their conference last night, made but 
little progress toward moving into the 
new party. The drift of sentiment was 
in favor of holding fast to the name of 
the leading principles of the organiza­ 
tion. The labor fa<tion shows more 
anxiety to combine, hut their cardinal 
principle of land tax is repugnant to the 
greater portion of the Labor Union men. 
UNITED LABOR PACTION. 
At 2 o'clock the delegates of • he United 
Labor party was called to order by John 
Mackin of the Executive Committee. 
There were no contests. Win. B. Ogden, 
of Kentucky, was elected temporary 
chairmau, and was escorted to the chair 
by Mr. Cowdry and Dr. MeGlynn. C. A 
Henry, of Kansas, and John F. Duncan, 
ot Michigan, were elected secretaries. 
The temporary officers were then made 
permanent, anil a Committee on Plat­ 
form, consisting of one member from 
each Siate, was chosen. Tbe Chair was 
authorized to appoint a committee of five 
to confer with the Union Labor Conven­ 
tion with reference to a union of the two 
conventions. 
Adjourned until to-mor­ 
row. 
GEORGE'S IDEAS APPLAUDED. 
A mo ion to expel the reporter of an 
evening paper, who had giveu offense by 
his telegraphic accounts of the morning 
proceedings, was the first business offer­ 
ed before the Union Labor Convention 
in the afternoon. The Comraitte on 
Credentials not being ready to report, 
the time until 6 o'clock was spent listen­ 
ing to speeches from the vener­ 
able Jesse Harper ami others. F.M.Fogg, 
of Michigan, was decidedly in favor of the 
land tax idea of Henry George, and this 
declaration drew enthusiastic applause 
from the galleries, where the delegates 
to the United Labor Convention were. 
After the Committee on Credentials had 
made their report, the chair announced 
the presence of a conference committee 
from the United Labor Convention, 
headed by I)r MeGlynn. The Conven­ 
tion authorized the Chairman to appoint 
a similar committee to confer with re­ 
gard to uuiting tiie two Conventions. An 
adjournment was made until to morrow. 
ALABA.VA .UK PUBLICANS. 
Black and W hlte-l ha Colored H an 
Take* Iba Lead. 
M o n tg o m ery, Ala., May 13.— The Re­ 
publican Convention was called to order 
at noon. A colored man named 8‘evens 
was temporary chairman and made a 
lengthy speech, urging the nomination 
of a full ticket, denounced the Federal 
office-holders in Alabama during the 
terms of Hayes. Garfield and Arthur as 
political rascals acting with the Demo 
crats in the Senate so as to keep the 
negro out of political benefits. The con­ 
vention is composed of 300 delegates, 
one-flfih white, the rest colored. There 
is an active contest for delegates-at-large 
to the Chicago Convention between the 
Blaine and Sherman adherents. 
The Convention was a scene of wild 
disorder all day over the attempt to seat 
the temporary chairman in place of Stev­ 
ens. Finally Stevens vacated the chair in 
favor of Arthur Bingham, Chairman of 
the Executive Commitee. The Sherman 
men assert that a trick has been played 
upon them. 
The committee on credentials report 
was adopted that the temporary organ­ 
ization be made permanent, and the 
Convention adjourned until to morrow 
morning. Th < Convention is in full pos­ 
session of the friends of Sherman. 
EQUAL RIGHTS PARTY. 
The Iow a Convention — Nomina­ 
tions H ade-Platform Adopted. 
D es M o in e s, May 15.—The Convention 
of the Equal Rights Party met in this 
city this afternoon, and was called to or­ 
der by Mrs. Nettie 8anford Chapin, of 
Marshalltown, Chairman of the National 
Committee. Arrangements had been 
made so that delegates unable to attend 
could send their ballots by mail. The 
Convention proceeded to couni the bal­ 
lots of those received, with the following 
results. For President of the United 
States, Belva A. Ivockwood, of Washing­ 
ton, and for Vice-President, Alfred II. 
i ove, of Philadelphia, each received 310 
votes and was declared nominated. 
There were forty votes scattering for 
Blaine, Allison, General Clinton, B. Fisk, 
Elizabeth Cady Stanton, Susan B. An­ 
thony ami others. 
The Convention 
adopted a platform favoring woman suf­ 
frage, pensions for all needy soldiers and 
sailors, tariff with free sugar and lumber, 
and the repeal of the tax on whiskey and 
tobacco, and unrestricted immigration, 
the convention then adjourned sine die. 
THE END REACHED. 
Taylor Re-Nomtnated In Tennessee 
on the lo rtlflh B allot. 
N a s iiv il i.b , May 16.—The State Con­ 
vention which has been in session here 
since last Wednesday, nominated Gover­ 
nor Robert L Taylor to-day for re-elec­ 
tion. The opposition, which had been 
fighting him on every occasion, surrend­ 
ered this forenoon, and the fortieth bal­ 
lot resulted virtually in his nomination 
by acclamation. 


New York Republican Convention. 
B u f fa l o, May 15.—The State Commit­ 
tee will meet to-night and fix upon a tem­ 
porary organization for the Republican 
Convention to-morrow. There is said to 
be a disposition to make Warner Miller 
temporary chairman. Ex-Senator Mit­ 
chell favors a solidification of the National 
delegation for Depew. He wants Depew 
to he the candidate of the delegation 
until he is nominated or until it is 
clear that the Western States (will not 
have him, and then be (Depew) would 
arise and turn the delegation over 
solid for Blaine. There is developed 
among Blaine’s whilom and even his 
present adherents an impatient petu­ 
lance at what is termed the ‘•burrowing" 
tactics by which many delegates feel that 
they are being kept in the dark or being 
misled as to whether he is actually a 
candidate. 
The statement was made on what 
seemed good authority to-day that De|>ew' 
wdl not attend the Convention. General 
Hunted and many others oppose any for­ 
mal declarations or committals of the 
party at this convention. 
Thomas 0. Platt says he sees no ques­ 
tion on which the Convention could be 
divided. He believes no effort will be 
made to pledge the delegation for any 
man. 


D akota Republicans. 
J am estow n, Dak., May 1 5 .--Some two 
hundred delegates, representing thirty- 
4hree Republican clubs, met here to-day 
and organized a Territorial League. A. 
B Gripe till, of Fargo, was elected Presi­

J. Bright, of Indiana, as sergeant- 
at-arms, and Capt. Dan Able, of St. 
Louis, as chief door-keeper for the Dem­ 
ocratic National Convention at St. Louis. 
The appointment will be subject, to the 
approval of the Democratic National 
Committee, which will submit them to 
the convention for ratification. 
Colorado He publican Convention. 
D e n v e r, May 15.—The Republican 
State Convention met at Pueblo to-day 
to nominate six delegates to the National 
Convention. 
Hon. H. A. W. Tabor 
called the convention to order at 10:30 
a. m . and in a brief address outlined the 
work before the convention. Melvine 
Edwards was chos«*n permanent chair­ 
man and Hon. I. N. Stevens secretary. 
Committees were then appointed and the 
convention took a recess till 3 o’clock.

MOROCCO DIFFICULTY SETTLED. 


The Senate Finance Committee Pre­ 
paring to Grapple W ith the 
Tariff Question. 


Associated PrSM Dlspvtohes to the H erald, j 
W a sh in g to n, May 15.—The President 
has approved the act granting a right of 
way to the Kansas City and Pacific Rail­ 
road Company through Indian Territory. 
The act creating and organizing the 
county of Laiacida, Idaho, was also ap­ 
proved. 
John W. Browning has been confirmed 
as a melfer in the Mint at Denver. 
The Secretary of the Treasury accepted 
bonds to the amount of $1,067,000. Bonds 
offs red, $1,992,000. 
A cable message was delivered this 
morning from the United States Consul 
in Tangiere saying that all questions of 
disagreement between Morocco and the 
United States have been settled and 
that he has gained all points contended 
for. 
SENATE FINANCE COMMITTEE. 
The Senate Committee on Finance 
authorized the Chairman to appoint a sub* 
committee to investigate tariff matters. 
The action of the committee is under­ 
stood to look to a thorough inquiry into 
the subject of the tariff. The probability 
is, if the House sends over tlie tariff bill 
the coinmiitee will hear testimony upon 
the interests to be affected, and will re­ 
port the tariff bill to the Senate. Inqui­ 
ries will, if authorized by the Senate, be 
begun at once; in fact considerable 
da< a has already been laid in as a foun­ 
dation. 
FIFTIETH (;0>UHESS. 
R outine Dualuea* In the Henate— 
Houie T ariff Debate. 
W a sh in g to n, May 15.—In the Senate, 
Hoar called up for action the report of 
the Privileges and Elections Committee 
on the Tur pie case. 
After soa.e discussion, the Committee 
was discharged from further considera­ 
tion of the ’1 urpie case. 
On motion of Stewart, the bill for the 
admission of Washington Territory as a 
State was made the special order for 
Thursday of next week, and subsequent­ 
ly the bills for the admission of North 
Dako'a and Montana were also made a 
special order for the same day. 
Senator Stanford introduced an amend­ 
ment to the proposed Rivar and Harbor 
appropriation bill making an appropri­ 
ation of $100,600 for the improvement of 
the harbor sllSan Diego. 
Stanford also, from the Committee on 
Public Building* and Grounds, reported 
favorably tÜeApli to appropriate $250,006 
for tbe erection of a public building at 
Oakland, California. 
Senator Hearst introduced a joint reso­ 
lution, au-horizingthe President, in case 
of the final failure of diplomatic efforts to 
effpct, an amicable settlement, to take 
such other measures as in his judgment 
may be necessary, to collect indemnity 
from the Venezuelan Government for 
the losses suffered by the Venezuelan 
Steam Transportation Company of New 
York, by reason of the forcible seizure 
and employment of three of the com­ 
pany’s steamers, Hero, ban Fernando 
and Nutrias, by the Venezuelan bel­ 
ligerents in 1871. 
The I'ension hill was taken up and the 
amendment repm-ted, increasing the 
amount of the appropriation from $79,­ 
000 000 to $30,477,001 waB agreed to. 
The next amendment, was to strike out 
of the House bill the words "that in all 
pensions to widows the payments shall 
r>e made from the date of the death of 
the husband," ar.d to insert in lieu of it 
the following: "That all pensions which 
have been or may hereafter be granted 
under the general laws regulating pen­ 
sions to w idows, in consequence of death 
occurring from causes which originated 
in the service since March 4, 1861, shall 
commence from the date of the death of 
ihe husband." Harris made the point 
of order that the amendment was general 
legislation on appropriation bill, the 
same objection applies to the House 
claure, but the only remedy in t :e Sen­ 
ate was to strike it out, as the point of 
order did not lie against it. After a long 
discussion, the Senate decided, yeas 22, 
nays 18, that the proposed amendment 
was in order; the Democrats generally 
voted in the negative, and were joined 
by Senators Edmunds and Ingalls. The 
proposition of Cockrell was agreed to 
and the bill went over till to-morrow, 
leaving the ameudment still undecided. 
The House bill to establish a Depart­ 
ment of Labor, went over without action. 
The House bill to limit the hours of 
letter c arriers’ work to pight hours passed 
without discussiou. Adjourned. 


t h e h o u se. 
In the House the Senate bill was 
passed granting right of way through the 
Cour d’Alene Indian Reservation to the 
Washington and Idaho Railroad Com­ 
pany. The Honre then went into Com­ 
mittee of the Whole on the Tariff bill 
and was addressed by Bullerworth of 
Ohio. 
Butterworth, in his speech, said the 
passage of the bill wonld *e a direct 
condemnation of the protective policy, 
and indicated to the country that 
whether the tariff was perfect or not, 
tbe Democratic party was not a fit in­ 
strument to perfect it. The mission of 
the protective tariff was to place the 
people of our country on an eouality 
with the producers of the old world. The 
protective tariff dealt with conditions, 
anu not with boundary linen; from these 
nations against which*it is held a coigne 
of vantage, no odds were asked, but when 
the Republicans found conditions which 
would strike down our industries and 
the rate of wages of our workingmen, 
then they ereded the wall of protective 
tariff. In skill and cunning the Ameri­ 
can workmen *sk no odds. The capital, 
the plants and the skill were here, bnt 
starvation wages were not here, and 
never would be as long as the Republican 
party wrote the laws of the country. 
Capital had the advantage of labor; 
capital could wait longer for its dividends 
than labor could for its breakfast. 
He made a comparison between Ohio, 
wh«-re protection prevailed, and the 
States where the free trade philosophy 
existed, great>y to the advantage of his 
own State. He created much laughter by 
reading an extract from the London 
Timet, declaring that the only time Eng­ 
land hod any use for an Irishman is 
whga he emigrates to America and votes

E d ito rs H e r a l d : since ray last letter 
about relics of the “ stone age” plowed 
np here by the stroet graders, I have 
seen one of a very curious a n l rare sort, 
found on Mr. Carrione’s farm, adjoining 
I,a Verne. 
Many of the old residents of 
Los Angeles will remember Señor Sat­ 
urnino Carrione, who resided there when 
the city first came into possession of the 
United States some forty year* ago. 
He 
once owned the land now known as 
Boyle H eights, and sold it to Mr. Hollen­ 
beck, whose widow or heirs have made it 
one of the m ost beautiful portions of the 
city. Mr.Carrione now resides here,having 
a farm or rancho of 400 acres and his sons 
live w ith him, carrying on the La Verne 
dairy. 
On this farm have been found 
som e relics of stone-age skill and work­ 
manship far in advance of those formerly 
reported. First Is a m ill, or mortar, made 
of a very hard, globe-shaped stone, not 
quite so large as a common water p til, 
aud the grinding cavity in it is five 
inches in diameter and three 
inches 
deep. 
It was plowed up in a field where 
a crop of wheat is now growing, and near 
it was found a well-formed stone ]>estle. 
As mortar and pestle they would not dis- 
grsce a modern drug store. 
The next relic is a turtle-shaped piece 
of bluish pipestone, two aud one quarter 
inches long and one and five-eighths 
wide. 
The hack is neatly rounded and 
has two light grooves running length­ 
wise over it, merely for ornam ent; but 
across it from side to side there is a 
deeper groove a little larger and deeper 
than a common lead pencil. 
This is 
supposed to have been used as a smooth­ 
er, to rub off the adhering hits of woody 
stuff and rub down the lumpy places 
from twisted cords made of wiid hemp 
and other tough and fibrous bark of 
plants. 
But the next thing is the queerest and 
rarest of all. 
It is a stone cog-wheel, 
three and one-half inches in diameter, 
and about one inch thick, having nine 
perfectly shaped and uniform cogs, but 
no hole in the middle or anywhere. 
These cog-wheel stones are very rare. 
It 
¡B said the researches of archaeologists 
the world over have not found over a 
dozen of.them. Just what they were used 
for is not quite certain, but the general 
supposition is that they served for some 
sort of game or gambling operation. The 
material of this one is a drab-colored, 
gritty sandstone, and it was found on the 
Dairy harm creek. 
Another stone curiosity found on this 
farm is a very singular freak of nature, 
being a rock of three or four hundred 
pounds weight, which just looks like a 
monstrous fertilized clam. 
It is a little 
over three feet long, about two feet wide, 
one and a halt feet thick, curved, suturea 
and shaped just like the colored shell of 
fresh-water clam or m ussel; and through 
it from end to end, but following the 
curve form, is a hole 3x7 inches at one 
end a id 4x0 inches at the other. The 
rock is of a chalky substance, but very 
dense and heavv, and is easily chiseled 
or abraded. 
I think it. is the same sort 
of rock as the cliffs along the Pacific 
Coast in which the rock oyster m akes its 
burrows; but how it came to take the 
peculiar shape it has, and how it got up 
to the La Verne dairy farm, is a puzzle 
for scientists to wrestle with. 
Still another rock curiosity is Pudding- 
stone Gorge, whore the pudding stoue 
type of conglomerate formations is most 
distinctly marked and on a grand scale. 
One place where both bedrock and boul­ 
ders have been scoured smooth by the 
sand and gravel wash of many rainy sea­ 
sons, 
has been named “ crazy 
quilt 
rocks,” and the fitness of the name 
strikes anyone instantly on seeing them. 
There is no greater rock curiosity in Ixjs 
Angeles county than this. 
A few rods 
below this is Pudding stone Falls, thirty 
feet high, and about a third of a mile be­ 
low the falls are the Crystal Gem rapids, 
which are formed by a distinctive am i 
unmistakable lava bed. 
The gigantic bald-head called “ Eagle 
R ock” which heads Eagle Rock Valley, 
just west from Pasadena, is a pudding- 
stone, formed in water with water lime, 
cement. 
But the pudding, stone forma­ 
tions about lift Verne are all formed with 
volcanic and cem en t; and the bed-rock 
at Crystal Gem Rapids is pure solidified 
lava, with all its myriads of blebs or gas 
bubbles preserved in flinty hard stone.

ANTELOPE VALLEY. 


Improvements in Contempla­ 
tion in the Near Future. 


H IN ES AND H IN INO IND USTRIEN . 


R abbit D riv es to E x term in a te» th e 
F eats— J u m p in g C laim s— 
O ther N otes. 


E d ito r H e r a l d :—The rapid increase 
in population in th e Eastern and Middle 
States and the determ ination of the peo­ 
ple to avail them selves of tbe genial 
climate of South California, has created 
a mania among the newcom ers for as 
many acres of the public domain as they 
can buy or hold by location. 
They look 
with concern at the wholesale appropria­ 
tion of our public lands by the foreign syn­ 
dicates and cattle leagues, who are cover­ 
ing the lands of U ncle Sam in township 
and league tracts, to the exclusion of the 
native born, who are yet too young to 
make a filing on Governm ent lands. 
With this condition of things staring 
them in the face, the bona fide settlers 
and hom e-seekers who have not ex­ 
exhausted their rights to locate Govern­ 
m ent land are hastening to secure a 
heritage for their children before it is too 
late. 
The old saying, that “ Uncle Sam 
is rich enough to give us all a farm ,” 
was all light ten years ago, but, since the 
double dealing in th e way of distribution 
to corporatious and thieving land syndi­ 
cates, by the party in power for twenty 
years after the late civil war, has nearly 
exhausted the arable lands of the public 
domain. 
Thinking m en begin to look 
about them for a piece of land large 
enough to support a family and have a 
place they can call their own. 
The 
speculators, who have been receiving 
lands here for the la4t twelve m onths, 
have confined themBelves principally to 
railroad lands, as they are not compelled 
to improve them , ana are not required to 
reside on them to acquire a title. 


JU M P IN O L A N D S . 
W ithin the last few m onths several 
Government locations have been con­ 
tested by parties “ who were H te to the 
feast" and who believe the location of 
lands under the Desert Act will never ac­ 
quire a title. 
They claim that notwith­ 
standing General H ancock surveyed this 
land ana graded it as “ Desert,” and that 
the Department of the Interior have ac­ 
cepted the filings on these lands in good 
faith, and in several instances have is­ 
sued patents to those who have reclaimed 
and proven up that they still are not 
desert lands in the strict m eaning of the 
word; that by thorough cultivation and 
constant application a crop can he raised 
on them without irrigation. 
W hile this 
may be the caBe in isolated localities, or, 
during an unusually m oist season, it will 
not do to depend on either in a contest or 
in practical farming. 
The rainfall of th is valley has been 
gradually increasing since its first settle­ 
ment, and now am ounts to more thAn 
double of that in the extrem e southern 
counties of the Sao Joaquin valley. 
It is 
thought lhat in five years from this tim e 
but little of the cultivated lands will need 
irrigation. 
The character of the soil is 
such that by frequent cultivation the 
moisture is brought to the surface by 
capillary attraction and held near the 
surface by the fineness of the soil and 
the sweating process peculiar to this 
locality. 
ARTESIAN WELLS. 
There are three flow ing w ells in this 
valley and several more artesian wells 
being bored. 
Mr. Charles Eaton, for­ 
m erly of your city, has comm enced a 
well on section 34, in township 9 N ., R. 
15 W ., S. B. M., on the m ost elevated 
portion of Iiíb section. 
H e also has 
secured the services of Mr. Jam es Fis- 
cus, who has had m any years experience 
in boring for oil in Pennsylvania, and 
artesian water elsew here. 
Mr. Jam es 
G. Bower, of East Los Angeles, who has 
also had considerable experience in well 
boring and is a m em ber of the Antelope 
well boring company, is also assisting in 
the plant of the machinery. 
It is the intention of the company to 
sink some ten or tw elve artesian wells on 
lands in this section of the country this 
soason. 
Mr. Eaton will have two, Mr. 
Bower one or tw*o, E . L. Stem , of your 
city, two or three, Mr. W ashburn one 
Mr. Bayles two or three, Mr. Fiscus one, 
Mr. W ettich one or two, and H. W. Pat­ 
ton one. 
These wells will enable parties 
who own desert locations to prove up 
and inaugurate a developm ent that, with 
the building of the Santa Feroad through 
this valley, will m ake things very prom­ 
ising. 
8UCCE88FUL EXPERIMENTS. 
The experim ent made on Mr. Bayle’s 
school section near Rosamond, by Mr. 
Schrader has R etried the fact that fruit 
trees and vines do as w ell, if not better, 
here than elsewhere. The budded cherry 
trees set in April, 1887, have a fine crop 
of cherries, while the fig trees have done 
as well. 
Several of his grape cuttings 
had grajos on last year, and his 2-year 
old rooted vines have a fine crop of 
grapes, considerably in advance of the 
Los Angeles vines. 
Dr. Sutton, Mr. Titus, Dr. Frederick- 
soii, Dr. Crandall and several otixers 
have had corresponding success. 
Mr. 
Dearborn, who has been living on the 
head of Cottonwood Creek for twelve 
years, has the choicest fruits and vines 
in the State. 
C harles W erth, w ho h as a place one 
m ile north of W illow Springs, is so well 
pleased w ith his experim ents on hisliom e 
place th at h* lias secured eighty acres 
just south of the springs, and has dug a 
ditch from th e springs to his lan d . 
H e 
h as his land cleared and has com m enced 
sum m er-fallowing it, so h e can put in 
trees and vines n ex t w inter. 
Mr. E aton 
has twenty-five acres sum m er-fallow ed 
on his hom estead, w hich he will p ut to 
vines and trees us soon as th e season 
comes and h i gets his second artesian 
well down. Jam es Allen has a nice piece 
of his hom estead n ear th e springs under 
cultivation, and will put it to trees and 
vines this fall. 
Mr. C. F. B ean has 
som ething liko a hu n d red acres cleared 
and part of it under cultivation. 
H e h as 
also developed considerable water from 
the ciénega on h is place, and has pu*. in a 
substantial storage reservoir, with a sys­ 
tem of piping to Lis orchards and gar­ 
den. 
RABBIT DRIVES. 
Since the rabbits are so num erous in 
this valley, there is no use of trying to 
raise trees, vines or any kind of vegeta­ 
tion wi bout th e orchard be enclosed in a 
rabbit-tight fence. 
T he people of the 
valley subscribed for a fence to run rab ­ 
bit drives after the fashion they have 
been so successfully inaugurated in the ' 
northern portion of K ern, Tulare and 
Tresno counties. 
T he drives inaugurated here have not 
been so successful as they would have 
been if there had l*een a larger attend­ 
ance to assist. 
Our people corresponded 
w ith the railroad company to get excur­ 
sion rates from Los Angeles so as to bring 
up three or four car-loads of fun-loving 
hunters to assist ua in clubbing the bu-i- 
ness. 
The General Passenger Agent fail­ 


ed to see the point, and we are now com 
pelled to m ake unprofitable drives for the 
lack of m en to run the rabbits into a cor­ 
ral. 
At the rate we are now ridding the 
country of these pests it will take a long 
tim e to clean them out. 


PROSPECTIVE im pr o v e m e n t s. 


Among thoee who have large holdings 
is choice lands and who will make ex­ 
tensive improvements on the north side 
of the valley this year are E. L. Stern, 
Jam es G. Bowen, H . W. Patton, C. F. 
Bean and the Bayles Brothers. 
The 
Bayles Brothers, who have located a 
great m any men here on Government 
and railroad lauds, will abandon all their 
business in other portions of the State 
and devote their entire time to this sec­ 
til n of the country. These gentlem en, 
who have had a vast experience in the 
cultivation of lands in the northern and 
central part of the H ate, now realize the 
value of our soils, and will put under cul­ 
tivation a large area of their lands in 
grain, grapes 
and 
fruit, the coming 
season. 
Mr. 8exton, of the Lion Insur­ 
ance Company, San Francisco, has sunk 
four surface wells and is putting up tour 
wind-m ills to hoist water to start his 
vineyard and trees. 
Charley McNelly, 
of your city, has a nice block of his land 
under cultivation preparatory for trees 
the com ing season. 


MINES AND MININO. 
As is well known, the mountains on 
the south side and west end of Antelope 
valley are the oldest and the most pro­ 
fitable gold producing regions in the 
State. 
Not only gold quartz bearing 
ledges are being worked with profit, but 
the placer m ines are proving very profit­ 
able where water can he haa. 
There are 
seven companies at work between Acton 
and Elizabeth Lake, and three m ills in 
successful operation. 
The placer gold íb 
coarse and easily saved in a ground 
slaice without the aid of quicksilver. 
T he Antimony Mine, in the Tejon 
range on the north side of the valley has 
overstocked the Eastern markets with 
type metal and more than supplied the 
demand for this useful metal iu all the 
arts and sciences where it is indispen­ 
sable. 
Thin is a valuable ledge and the 
costly sm elters do not need to run more 
than half the tim e to overstock the 
m arket with this valuable m etal. 
The 
crude ore yields over eighty per cent, of 
pure antim ony. 
The beds of salt, laving 
on the east side of Sow hern Pacific Rail­ 
road, like the borox lakes a little further 
east, are inexhaustible as are the petro­ 
leum 
springs 
al» ng 
the 
southern 
side 
of the 
valley 
from 
Painted 
Rocks 
to 
the 
Ventura 
County 
line. W hile Los Angeles and Kern county 
abounds in vast bodies of gypsum, in 
various conditions from tbe crystalized 
ledges to the pure plaster of paris, there 
is perhaps no portion of the State w here 
a more extensive and valuable deposit 
can be found than on the mountain side 
of Antelope V alley, where it can be had 
in unlim ited quantities.. Everything con­ 
sidered, the prospect for a flourishing 
future in this part of the country is really 
more than promising.

T h e y are V ery H a rd on H o n e s an d 
G en era lly V ery Poor Shot*. 
“ I have lived among the cowboys for 
m any years,” said Mr. Gosnold, of Lar­ 
edo, Tex., who has lived on the frontier 
since 1853, “ and think I know them 
thoroughly. 
1 find that a general im­ 
pression prevails throughout the country 
lhat they are phenomenal horsemen, 
miraculous shots. 
N either of these 
opinions is correct, although all have 
foundation in fact. 
First, as to their 
horsemanship, as far as sticking on and 
understanding what can be done iu the 
saddle goes, they certainly are second to 
no riders in the world. 
For a Texas 
cowbov to pick up a hat or silver dollar 
from the ground when at full speed, to 
mount his horse at the gallop, or to stop 
him in full career, and turn him on a 
saddle blauket, are every day feats. 
The 
best of the riders can stand on the saddle 
of a galloping horse, or pick up a coin 
lying 
on 
the 
ground 
on 
the 
left 
side of 
the 
hoiBe with 
the 
right 
hand, 
a 
m ost 
difficult 
feat, 
and 
one 
and 
all 
can 
ride 
bucking, 
horses. 
But here their horsemanship 
ends and beyond this they are worse than 
the veriest tryo, because the cowbovs 
have faults from which the most ordinary 
park rider of the E asttfs free. 
I will 
venture to sav that if 1,000 Texans start 
on a long march where speed is nec­ 
essary side by side with a United States 
cavalry regim ent the latter will reach its 
destination long before the former and 
have 
its 
stock in 
eervicable 
condi­ 
tion, w hile the Texas horses will be fit 
only 
for 
the 
bone-yard. 
Men 
understanding 
less 
about 
horses 
and less 
able to keep their mounts 
in 
good condition it would he hard 
to find. 
Accustomed to having a super­ 
abundance of horses, they never under­ 
take either to train or spare them and 
would break down the best horee in 
America in a week. 
Although their 
horses are sm all, a saddle weighing from 
thirty to forty pounds is used, the most 
of this w eight being useless leather. 
W hen one bears in m ind the old racing 
saying that the weight of a stable key 
w ill win or lose a race the absurdity of 
this style of saddl8 is apparent. 
During 
the war the value of Texans as cavalry­ 
m en was well proved. 
They were great­ 
ly relied upon and m uch dreaded, but 
when they 
came 
before the enemy 
after 
a 
march 
of 
two 
or 
three 
hundred m iles not one horse in five 
was in serviceable condition and the en­ 
tire force was worse than useless. 
Then 
they thought that they knew* everything 
about riding and refused to receive in­ 
structions, it being im possible to make 
them into as wood cavalrymen as the 
rawest recruits became after a few: months 
training. 
It was practically impossible 
for a horse to throw them , but outside of 
this they were and are the most de­ 
structive and worst riders in the world.” 
“ As to their shooting,” continued Mr. 
Gosnold, “ because ever man used to 
carry a revolver and was ready to use it, 
people supposed they were tine shots. 
One thing they did understand, and that 
was quick shooting, but 
as 
to any 
accuracy, not one in a hundred possessed 
it. 
Pistol 
combats 
in Texas 
were 
nearly 
always of 
the 
shoulder 
to 
shoulder kind, where speed was of far 
more importance than aim , and a Texan 
could fire a great number of shots in a 
given tim e. 
But when it cam e to fine 
marksmanship, they were nowhere, and 
in an Eastern shooting gallery would not 
begin to tie able to hold their own. 
As 
rifie shots they are evert worse, and could 
not hold any position at all at Creed moor 
or any regular rifle range.”—[St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch.

THE CONVENTION. 


The First Session Concluded 
Satisfactorily. 


HOK. E. F. DEI. VALLE CHAIRMAN. 


Committees 
Appointed — Excursion 
to Santa Motiiea—Other 
Notes.

Tuesday morning early many of the 
Delegates were on the streets getting 
ready for the meeting of the convention 
which was announced to meet at one 
o'clock in the afternoon. There was con­ 
siderable business to transact in the way 
of discnssing t he Hit nation and the course 
events were to take place during the day, 
and while there were few formal meetings 
yet the different delegations managed to 
join in discnssions as to the stands they 
were to take and the candidates they in­ 
tended to favor. 
In nearly every hotel 
small groups of men were seen on all 
sides, where they had gathered 
for 
this purpose, but no names other than 
those mentioned in the 
H e r a l d yester­ 
day morning were heard in connection 
with the nominations and elections to be 
made by this Convention. 
Many of 
these meetings took place before break­ 
fast was served and afterwards there was 
as much and more activity and bustle on 
the streets and at the various headquar­ 
ters as there had been on the day pre­ 
vious. There was a harmoniousness of 
spirit observable even at this preliminary 
stage of the proceedings which indicated 
that the Convention to be held under 
the sunny skies of Southern California 
would be one of the most if not the 
most harmonious ever held in the State. 
There appeared to be no ill-feeling on the 
part of anyone, for all seemed to feel 
that the best men for the interests of the 
party would be selected by the Conven­ 
tion and by the District Delegations. 
The Committee of Arrangements fonnd 
itself busily occupied, for upon Its mem­ 
bers in a great degree depended in a 
great measure the success of the Conven­ 
tion and the impression Los Angeles was 
to make upon the minds of the hundreds 
of visitors it had attracted here. 
Sidney 
Lacey and Captain Barrett, apon whom 
most of the work had 
fallen and 
who felt that the success or non-success 
fell upon them were everywhere present 
when most reeded, to seeM hat matters 
were progressing satisfactorily. The ele­ 
vation of the Pavilion hud been com­ 
pleted, hut there was a demand for tick­ 
ets of admission to it and for tickets to 
the excursion to Santa Monica, which 
had to be attended to. 
Delegates lately 
arrived had to be furnished with badges 
and assigned to their hotels, and strangers 
had to be given directions about the situ­ 
ation of the Pavilion, and these commit­ 
teemen felt almost as if they had not arms 
enough and tongues enough to do all these 
things, yet so well did they succeed that 
there was not a mistake made, and there 
was not one among the many visitors but 
bad the warmest words of praise for the 
way in which matters had been arranged. 
Those who had been delegates to former 
State Conventions and had found the ar­ 
rangements in a chaotic state said that 
they were surprised to find the people of 
Los Angeles so alive to the necessities of 
the situation that the arrangements had 
all been completed before the Conven­ 
tion met. 
At the last State Convention 
there was a large amount of confusion 
consequent upon incomplete arrange­ 
ments and it was expected that this 
would be the case here. That it was not 
was gratifying as well as surprising, and 
the visitors were not slow in saying what 
they felt. 
Most of the morning was spent by the 
visitors in intff>ecting the city and in 
visiting with old friends, and the ex­ 
pressions heard on the previous day were 
repeated, and more emphatically. It 
seemed to many who had seen Los 
Angeles when it was nothing but an easy 
going Southern town that it was impos­ 
sible that it should have blossomed 
out into 
the 
most active city on 
the coast, 
for 
all, 
whether 
from 
San Francisco or other places admitted 
that while there was an air of prosperity 
about all California cities, there was 
never, even in San Francisco, so much 
activity either in building or in business. 
The immense ainountof building going on, 
as well as the number of improvements, 
was indicative to them, so they said, 
that in the course of a couple of years 
Loe Angeles will be as much transformed 
as it appears now to eyes which saw it 
as it was two or more years ago. That 
this shonld be the dull time of the year, 
and that m atters should be so active here, 
was also considered wonderful and more 
than one was heard to ask “ if this is 
our dull time, what is your busy time 
ike?" Explanations given were scarcely 
believed, but the vis.tors adm itted that 
thev could readily believe it was that 
which they had witnessed themselves. 
At about 11 o’clock the delegations be­ 
gan to reassemble at tiieir hotels and 
headquarters and to get ready for the 
first session of the Convention. 
There 
was little discussion, however, as to can­ 
didates for any particular positions, for 
it had been decided to meet in caucusses 
to be announced at the Convention, or at 
a future time. 
The main topic was 
w hether 
or 
not 
to

to Santa 
Monica, 
some 
ot 
the 
delegates 
from the north, holding that to spend 
time in excursions was keeping them 
away too long from business. It was ex­ 
plained that Santa Monica was but a 
short distance away, and that after hav­ 
ing come so far everybody shonld see a 
small part of the country, but the dis­ 
cussion on this point had not ended 
when the how of departure for the Pavil­ 
ion arrived. This was announced bv the 
Seventh Infantry hand as it marched in 
lull uniform through the streets, and 
from half-past twelve o’clock until after 
one o’clock the street cars and other 
vehicles were kept busy in carrying dele­ 
gates and others to the Pavilion. 


A t th e P a v ilio n , 
F.verything was in readiness for the 
Convention long before the hour was 
reached, and at this time it presented a 
more handsome appearance than it ever 
has before. The gentlemen who carried 
out the instructions of the committee 
C 
ued in the building after their work 
been completed and surveyed the 
s^ene with a feeling that the delegates 
ntaut indeed be 
hard 
to 
satisfy if 
they did 
not 
appreciate the work 
that had been done and the manner 
in which it had been carried out. At 
this time the decorations, even to the 
smallest detail, had been completed, and 
"¡je most critical eye could have found 
hing wanting w bich might have added 
the appearance of the huge hall. 
Starting from a central point in 
e ceil­ 
ing broad banners of real hunting in the 
National colors swung gracefully to nu­ 
merous points at the sides and ends of 
the hull. 
In front, high in the air above 
the stage, was a huge flig, folds of which 
overlapped the following motto, painted 
in bright and harmonious colors: 
“ Los Angeles greets the Democracy of 
the State—Welcome—Grover Cleveland 
and victory—no war taxation in time of 
peace. 
Revenue for surplus is robbery 
to the people.

Above the seat of the topmost balcony 
m the white walls were many shields, 
betwqpn r ' 
were syray* and wreaths 


of evergreen, 
l) nder the alrchei 
_ 
es were at­ 
tached sprays of green foliage, and at in­ 
tervals were loops of evergreen rope, in 
which were turned roses and other bright 
blooms. To the left of the stage the fol­ 
lowing legend appears on an enormous 
painted canvass: 
“ The line of policy laid down in the 
last annual message of the President 
commends itself to as as a sore guaran­ 
tee of prosperity to all classes of produ­ 
cers, and of that honest protection to la­ 
bor loi.g pretended but never fulfilled by 
the monofrolistic legislation of the Re­ 
publican party." 
To the right of the stage is the follow­ 
ing: 
“ Democratic victory m eant emancipa­ 
tion of the people from artificial burdens. 
The Democracy has in four years reduced 
the cost of government, wrested millions 
of acres of the public domain from the 
clutches of monopolies, largely reduced 
the public debt, stopped the importation 
of pauper under contract labor, wisely 
reduced the surplus and lightened the 
burden of taxation borne by the mass of 
the people, and developed its ability to 
govern the greatest nation on earth.” 
Facing the stage, and above two ban­ 
ners on the second gallery, the following 
lines are seen : 
" We,<l all be alad to m atch again 
Our gamey Cleveland with Jim Blaine; 
We downed them once with Rallant Grover, 
And ready stand to do It over.” 
Beneath this apiiears the words, “ Our 
Motto—Equal Rights,” on either side of 
a large painted seal bearing the Demo 
cratic arms and a bared arm with the 
legend, “ By This Sign We Conquer. 
Beneath each balcony long bannc 
the Nati >nal colors are looped and held 
in place by evergreen rope studded with 
bright flowers and the doors and posta 
are masses of drapery artistically ar­ 
ranged. 
The stage had been arranged by the 
committee in such a manner as to pre­ 
sent a most pleasing appearance to the 
audience, which was expected. 
On each 
side were banks of bright flowers, and at 
the ba< k was another huge bank, from 
all of which the sweet scent was after­ 
wards 
gently 
wafted 
to 
the 
au­ 
dience 
below. 
On 
the 
Chair­ 
m an’s table a large and 
handsome 
bonquet of flowers Btood to ’lend its 
charm to the occasion, and to the right 
was another stand on which a floral 
piece of the choicest 
blossoms 
was 
placed. This completed the decorations, 
which were more elaborate than even 
the committee had expected when it 
star'ed the work. 
At 1 2 o’clock there was a sprinkling of 
people on the street in front of the 
Pavilion, from the tower of which the 
American flag floated in honor of the 
occasion, but as the hands of the clock 
moved aronnd toward 1 o’clock the crowd 
gradually increased nntil there was scarce- 
ely room between the people for the 
delegates to pass. From 
1 2 : 3 0 oclock 
until a quarter past one o’clock there 
was a perfect stream of humanity mov­ 
ing in the direction of the Pavilion, into 
tne portals of which it disappeared. 
At 
this time it appeared as if the popnlace 
of the whole city had turned out, and 
had made the interior of the Pavilion its 
objective point. 
Everything was most 
orderly, however, and those who were 
present merely to watch outside proceed­ 
ings arrayed themselves across the street, 
from which point they conld see all that 
took place. Inside nsbers had been pro­ 
vided to show the people to their seats 
and to direct the delegates to the places 
set aside by the committee. The forward 
portion of the ground floor had been set 
aside tor the delegates who had been pro­ 
vided with chairs to distinguish them 
from thofe who attended merely from 
friendship to the party. 
Back of these 
were twenty rows of benches which were 
for the use of the friends of the delegates 
and for those who had taken an active 
part in the arrangements for the Conven­ 
tion. The first balcony was set aside for 
ladies and their escorts, and the second 
balcony for others who desired to witness 
the proceedings. At 1 o’clock every seat in 
the building was occupied, and in the sec­ 
ond balcony the bright attire of the ladies 
added greatly to the appearance of the 
vast hall. 
Glancing from the stage 
backward and upward, the 4 ,0 0 0 people 
present supplied the only thing lacking 
in the hall when it had first been in­ 
spected. This sea of faces was most im­ 
posing. and the remarks of the speakers 
showed that the influence of the multi­ 
tude was felt. 
The delegations were arranged as fol­ 
lows, locking from the stage: In the 
divi ion to the right were Sonoma, Hum­ 
boldt, San Mateo, Tehama, San Benito, 
Contra Costa, Tuolnmne, Modoc, Lake, 
f-an Diego, M arin, Del Norte, Lassen, 
SiRkiyou, Kern and Trinity counties. 
In the right central division were Yolo, 
Santa Clara, Mendocino, Alpine, Fresno, 
Ynba, Ventura, H erra, Plumas, San Luis 
Obispo, Santa Barbara, Amador, f-an 
Bernardino, Calaveras, Solano and Mer 
ced counties. 
In the left central division were Alame­ 
da, Los Angeles, Mariposa Butte, Shasta, 
Sacramento, Stanislaus, Nevada, Napa, 
Colusa, Sutter, Inyo, Mono and Placer 
Counties. 
The division to the extreme left con­ 
tained San Francisco alone. 
At 1 o’clock the 7th Infantry band 
played an enlivening piece. 
It had been 
seated to the right of the center of 
the first balcony while the San Diego 
band had been stationed to the left of 
the central aisle. 
It took fully twenty 
minutes for the delegates to arrange 
themselves in place and then at twenty 
rainnten past one o’clock, Chairman Hon. 
W. D. English of the State Central Com­ 
mittee, accompanied by Secretary J. J. 
Flynn, stepped to the front of the stage 
and five minutes later the first session of 
the Democratic State Convention opened.

At the conclusion of the reading of the 
roll, Mr English stated that is appeared

that nominations for temporary chair­ 
man were in order. 
Mr. Mitchell, of San Francisco, said

“ That gentleman,” continued the speak­ 
er, “ as Chairman of the State Central 
Committee in 1 8 3 0 , as a member of the 
Committee in 1 8 8 2 , as the Chairman of 
it daring the last Presidential campaign, 
and also during the tim9 when Washing­ 
ton Bartlett was elected Governor of the 
State, has always echoed the voice of 
Democracy and appeared as the honored 
head of the Democratic party. His was 
a name known throughout the State, a 
nam e that belonged to ail.” (Loud ap- 
•lause). 
“ I desire now,” continued Mr. 
iitchell, to place in nomination for tem ­ 
porary Chairman, a prominent member 
of the young Democracy, a Native Son of 
the Golden West, a gentleman born in 
this land of sunshine and flowers, who 
has served in 
the 
conncils 
of his 
party 
at 
Sacramento, 
and 
who 
as a member of the State Senate repre­ 
sented this magnificent county in that 
body. He is one,” concluded the speaker, 
“ who, when called upon to vote, has al­ 
ways voted for the people, and his name 
is Mr. R. F. Del Valle.” (Load and pro­ 
longed applause.) 
Judge Heath, of Santa Barbara, said 
that he with great pleasure seconded Mr. 
Del Valle’s nomination. The family was 
well known as both stalwart and true, 
and neither father nor son had ever vio­ 
lated the rules of the Democratic party. 
Mr. Del Valle as one of the sons of Cali­ 
fornia, was well fitted to be a t the head 
of these councils of the State which will 
send to the National Convention men 
who will proclaim to the world that 
Cleveland's name is to be borne on 
the Democratic standard again.

Mr. 0 . P. Berry, of Sutter, said that 
this was his first visit to the rightly- 
named Valley of the Angels and as a 
delegate from one of the NoVthern coun­ 
ties he wished to return thanks for the 
hearty welcome which had been ex­ 
tended.

G e n t l e m e n o e t h e C o n v e n t io n : For 
a great maay years I have endeavored to 
serve the Democratic party in various 
capacities and have been honored by 
m any distinctions, of which any yonng 
man might well be proud. The distinc­ 
tion that yon have conferred on me to­ 
day, however, by your unanimous action 
in nominating me as Chairman elates me 
more than could any other privilege that 
could be extended by any State or any 
people.

These duties are onerous, for your selec­ 
tions will have to be determined with 
great wisdom and judgment, and in a 
manner that will induce the best inter­ 
est» of this great nation.

Chairman Del Valle announced that a 
photographer was anxious to obtain a 
view of the assemblage, and requested 
that all delegates keep their seats until 
this was being done. 
Mr. White made a further announce­ 
ment about the excursion, saying that 
the invitation included both the friends 
and families of the delegates. 
All attention was then directed to the 
end gallery, where the photographer 
stood with camera leveled upon the 
stage, ready to make his im print of 
those present. The secretaries took their 
positions on the stage, the delegates as­ 
sumed a sufficiently imposing look, and 
after strictly enjoining silence the photo­ 
grapher removed the cap and the ordeal 
began. The strain became rather intense 
when, after the expiration of a minute, 
no indications were given of conclnding 
the performance, and the look of pleas­ 
ure with which all had determ ined to 
illuminate the photograph, gradually as­ 
sumed an expression that might be in­ 
duced by the tortures of the rack.

A P lea sa n t T rip —H o w the T im e 
w a s Passed* 
The excursion to Santa Monica, given 
to the delegates to the Convention yes­ 
terday afternoon was a grand success, 
and it is safe to say that every man, 
woman and child present thoroughly 
enjoyed themselves. 
Promptly at 2:30 o’clock, two long 
trains stopped at the crossing of Fifth 
and San Pedro streets, to await the ar­ 
rival of those delegates and friends who 
desired to make the trip.

The Board of Police Commiasoners met 
yesterday afternoon in regular 8e»sion in 
the Mayor’s office, a hen there was pres­ 
ent a full Board consisting of Hon. W. H. 
Workman, Mayor and Chairman. J . F. 
Humphreys, President of the Council, 
and T. J. Cuddy, Chief, of Police. 
The 
m inutes of the previous meeting were 
read and approved. 
Mr. Humphreys moved that the fol­ 
lowing communication be published in 
the daily papers for one week: 
To the la w -a b id in g a n d g o o d c itiz e n s 
o j 
Los Angeles. 
The Board of Police Commissioners are 
credibly informed that there are a great 
number of thieves, burglars, confidence 
men and bad characters generally in our 
midst, who can be pointed out to the city 
authorities, particularly by the good peo- 
E 
le or visitors from Eastern poiuts who 
ave located here w ith us. 
We hereby 
appeal to all good citizens, who are in full 
accord with us in securing a good city 
S 
jvernment, to render us all possible as- 
stance and information, either to a 
member of this Board or to the Chief of 
Police, or Emil Harris of the city detec­ 
tive force, so that we may effectually rid 
our city of this bad element. Any infor­ 
mation will be held in strict confidence. 
The Chief reported that he had sus­ 
pended Officers Thomas Bedford and 
John J. O’Shea, and had reinstated Of­ 
ficer J. Maekel. The Chief moved that 
the hill of Mr. A. W. Marsh for three 
months’ salary bo paid. 
Mr. Humphreys stated he was willing 
that the bill be paid if Marsh was hence­ 
forth suspended. 
The Chief thought that the board were 
influenced against him because of the 
Lucas and Elton difficulty. 
The Mayor said that if matters were 
cleared up he would be willing to re­ 
instate him. The bill for $280 was ap­ 
proved. 
Mr. Humphreys moved that the fol­ 
lowing resolu*ion be adopted, and any 
other regulations adopted previously by 
the board be rescinded and thiB one take 
precedence. 
Chief Cuddy stated that it would result 
in a conflietion of authority, and he 
thought the police headquarters was the 
proper placs to report any violation of 
the gambling ordinance.

said that gambling was on the decrease, 
which Mr. Humphreys a'lm ilted; and 
th at in case a raid was planned it might 
be altogether spoiled by some poliee- 
officer’s interference.
